The Elector had issned a decree conferring 
on (Jen. ILiynau full and imlimitcd powers, 
commanding him to grant leave of resignation 
to the ofliecrs of all grades, and to remove 
those who, without resigning, should refuse to 
obey hirf orders, and to consign them to imme- 
diate punishment. 
He is also instructed to 


fill the vacancies which may be occasioned by 
the resignation and removal of officers, and to 
submit his arrangements in that respect, for 
confirmation and approval. 


A German paper contains the following ac- 


count of a terrible catastrophe, which occur- 
red ntthe place of Pilgrimage, called Ilcrgott, 
on the "\Vels near Portugal: 


" At one of the public-houses the pilgrims 


(of whom 3,000 were assembled at llergoU) 
spent the night in eating and drinking. While 
baking the fish the oven took fire. Behinc 
the inn were a number of stables and barns, 
in which hundreds of the pilgrims were repos- 
ing and, almost all perished in the flames, whicli 
rose so rapidly through the thatched roofs 
and were fanned by a strong wind, that there 
was no possibility of raising ladders to attemp 
to ri'scm; a single individual. 
Many threw 


themselves from the lofts, and with broken 
limbs, half consumed with fire, reached hithei 
and thither with the most piteous eri^s. 
No 


a single engine was in the place. 
Scarcely 


half of the pilgrims were saved, and those who 
have survived have for the most part been in- 
jured. 
The bodies of the dead were fount 


burned to a cinder. It was a night never to 
be forgot ten. 


Jt is stated positively that Kossuth, and the 


other Hungarian exiles sit Kentaya, have re- 
ceived permission to retire from the Ottoman 
territory, their term of detention having ex 
pired, and most of these distinguished indivi- 
duals will at once proceed to the United States 
whore it appears they intend to settle. 


The Porte has just published a decree per- 


mitting all foreigners in their service to rebign 
no matter what their creed. This measure of 
f'ers facilities to a number of refugees, who hut 
adopted the Mussulman faith, to return to 
Christianity ;—General Bern is mentioned as 
being foremost in the list.
